Backers of the latter for a place win, untess stipulated “1, 2, 
or 3.’’ Ticketof Leave having been placed second by mistake, which was afterwards 
rectified in favor of Marionette, the latter’s backers for a place win, and the holders of his 
ticket in sweeps are entitled to the second prize ; in all cases where such bots or such 
prizes have been paid to Ticket of Leave the money must be returned.’’? The ‘‘Sunday 
Times’? decides quite contrary, asserting that custom has made it Law, that when backing 
a horse for a place, first, second, or third, is meant. If this be the case, how is the Ascot 
Cup to be decided? The ‘Sunday Times’? says—‘‘Place betting means 1, 2,3, and, unless 
the judge places the third horse (which he did net.in this case), you lose.’’ Ifthe Judge 
has the power to place as many as he pleases, and we presume no one will doubt it, bet- 
tora on a place should certainly be entitled to a fourth horse, when they are liable at any 
time to be deprived of a third.

A Colt with a Human Head. 

On Monday afternoon last we saw a freak of natore which bids fair to 
outrival all creation, and however Munchausen it may appear te our 
readers, having seen it with our own eyes, and felt it with our own hands, 
we compiled in the main with the animal before us. 

On the 13th inst., in the northwest part of this townsbip, a mare be- 
longing to Mr. B. T. Day, foaled a colt having a head that resembled 
that of a human being. ‘The frontal, parietal, occipital and temporal 
bones are formed and united like those of a man.

ORIGINAL LETTER OF GEN. WASHINGTON. 

We have the gratification of placing before our readers for the first time 
_ one of Gen. Washington’s incomparable business letters, letters in which 
| he displays the same sagacity, humanity, and comprehensiveness, that 
| distinguished his conduct as a statesman and warrior, To those persons, 
particularly of the South and West, who have witnessed the rapid increase 
| of wealth and population of the Valley of the Ohio, this letter will afford 
| an infinite deal of pleasure.’ The lands which Washington desired to sell, 
at a low price, and on seven years'credit, the whole at a comparatively small 
sum, would now bring millions of dollars ; the silent forests he was deal- 
ing with at present teem with a thriving population, and are dotted over 
in profasion with farms and villages. It seems to us evident that on 
Washington’s first going down the Ohio, and possibly when serving under 
Gen. Braddock, he kept his business eye open, andin his mind, selected 
the rich land that afterwards became his own, as a reward for his prudence 
and patriotism. 

PaiLaperrals, June 16, 1794. 

Sir.—I should have written to you at an earlier period, but for the ex- 
treme, hurry into which I was thrown at the close of the last session of 
Congress, which did not terminate before Monday last, and from myfnot 
having adverted in time to the Pittsburgh post day of last week, this let- 
ter, as I shall set out for Virginia to-morrow, is left to go by next Satur- 
day’s mail. 

Enclosed is a blank power authorizing Mr. Charles Morgan, or any other 
with whose name you shall fillit, to collect the rents arising from my land 
in Fayette and Washington Counties, in this State, together with such ar- 
rearages as may be due for the preceding years, if any there be, and the 
the blank is also left, which I pray you to fill up with the per centage to 
be allowed as a compensation for the trouble and expense of collection. 
The inducements to this are, first, because I do not recollect what Col. 
Cannon has been allowed for his services; and secondly, because there is 
no unvatriable allowance established, places and circumstances varying it. 

A letter for Col. Cannon is also sent, requesting him to give the neces- 
sary information to his successor, and to desire that he would discontinue 
all further agency in my business. ‘This letter is left open for the inser- 
tion of the name of his successor, and to desire that he would discontinue. 
The emolument arising from this collection is too trifling to become an ob- 
ject worthy of your acceptance, or I would never have inquired for another 
before I had offered it to you. 

From the experience of many years I have found distant property in 
land more pregnant of perplexities than profit. I have therefore resolved 
to sell all I hold on the Western waters, if I can obtain the price which 
I conceive their quality, their situation, and other advantages, would au- 
thorise me to expect. Conversing with Mr. Ross, one of your Senators, on 
this subject, a day or two before he left the ity, he gave it to me as his 
opinion that the present juncture was favorable for the sale of my lands 
in this State, and was so obliging as to offer his services to effect it. 

He thought the quality of my land in Fayette County, together with 
improvements and show of iron ore within less than thirty yards of the 
mill dam, ought, on credit, to command six dollars. The other I have 
always held at four dollars. The first tract contains 1,644 acres, besides 
the usual allowance of 6 per cent., the latter 2,813 acres by the patent, 
but measures more than 3,000 acres by a subsequent survey. If, sir, as 
you live in Pittsburgh, the probable want of enquiry after land in that 
country, you should find it convenient, and not militating with any plans 
of your own, to make mention of mine, and to aid Mr. Ross in the sale of 
these tracts, it would oblige me. 

If a fourth of the purchase money is paid at the time of conveyance, a 
credit of four, five, or six years, might be allowed for the remainder, pro- 
vided it is fully secured and the interest thereon regularly paid at one of 
the Banks in this State, Baltimore, Georgetown, or Alexandria. To re- 
ceive this without trouble and with punctuality as it becomes due will be 
insisted upon. 

My lands on the Ohio and Great Kanhawa rivers, amounting to 28,873 
acres, was once sold forsixty-five thousand French crowns to a French 
gentleman who was very competent to the payment at the time the con- 
tract was made, but getting a little embarrassed in his finances by the 
revolution in his country, by mutual agreement the bargain was cancelled. 
Lately I have been in treaty for the same land, at three dollars and a 
quarter per acre for the whole quantity, but it being connected with other 
matters, is not likely to resultin a bargain, as I once expected ; and there- 
fore I am at liberty to seek another market.

CITY OF NATCHEZ, ADAMS COUNTY, MISS. 
ae On Tae Mis:issipr1, July 19, 1859. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit.’"—We were always encouraged to believe that Natchez 
and its vicinity posseesed great natural and artificial beauties, but we had 
very little conception of the country; or the improvements it pos- 
sessed, until we made personal Observation. The bold bluff on which 
reposes inso much quiet the most beautiful city of the South, is one of 
the most striking peculiarities that meets the eye of the traveller on the 
Mississippi. It rises wp with singular and startling effect from among 
the low lands with which it is surrounded, and is exaggerated by the 
contrast. Persons travelling upon our Northern waters are struck with 
the picturesque appearance of the towns and villages that line their banks ; 
rising from the water’s edge, the houses ascend the sides of the hills like 
steps, and seem almost to be the creation of fairy hands. These beauti- 
ful placee, upon near inspection, prove that “distance lends enchantment 
to the view,’’ and that they possess little merit save that of accidental 
and beautiful location. The opposite of this is the case with Natchez ; 
its ‘‘landing”’ is, like all such places, full of boats, small houses and great 
ones, placed together with an eye to trade alone, and crowded with drays, 
dust, boxes, barrels and business. But ascend the steep road that leads 
from it, and place yourself firmly on the top of the bluff, and where wil) 
you finda more singularly beautiful city or landseape? Before you 
stretches out like a panorama, the Mississippi and the productive lands 
of Concordia, marked by the divisions of plantations and the work of the 
plough : the smal! houses of the negroes nestle among groves of the 
quick-growing China tree, or are hid from view by the remains of the primi- 
tive forest. Far up and down the majestic river are exhibitions of life 
and industry ; the powerful steamer passes swiftly by; the richly loaded 
flatboat quietly and mysteriously disappears; huge trees, that shaded, 
perhaps, the wild savage of the Upper Missouri, or formed the protection 
for a children’s party on the lovely banks of the Ohio, tumble about in 
the current of the river, and pass on, to be caught in some swift eddy of 
the Louisiana shores, there to be used in the hot fires of the sugar house, 
or, escaping all obstructions, find a grave in the depths of the Mexican 
Gulf. Inland, opens the city of Natchez, composed of beautifal streets and 
residences. In this respect this city has few equals; and we would pay 
a tribute to the master spirits that originally ‘‘settled on tbe bluff,”’ and 
started their improvements in so much better taste, and inspired those 
who followed them with the same spirit, than can be found in any other 
city or village in the South and West.

denly peep out among the trees of the distant landscape. Around 
Natchez, though one of the oldest settled countries in the Union, these 
beautiful natural groves have been spared, and every road leading from 
the city is lined with elegaut mansions, the abodes of luxary and taste, 
hid partially from view by the rich magnolia and oak, the frowning gum 
and delicate beach. In the immediate vicinity of these mansions are all 
the delicate shrubbery and flowers that grow with such profusion in the 
South—a perfect fairy land ; and yet, for want of time, what we saw was 
said to be the least remarkable of all the improvements in the vicinity of 
Natchez. 

The citizens ef Adams County are generally intelligemt, and remark- 
able for their perseverance, while all its hills and dales are rich in food 
for the antiquary, regarding nations now ‘‘turned to the dust ;’’ the poet 
and romancier find material in facts more absorbing and intense—more 
rich in bold daring and soothing poesy, than is ever born of imagination 
alone. On the outer rim of the elevated bluffs which line the river at 
Natchez, are seen the dilapidated, time-wasted remains of that grim 
old fort, whose most gentle feature wasits name—Rosilie! Commencing 
here, the land receding from the river in undulating and broken, but of 
a rich, substantial soil, well cultivated ; and, where Indian huts and wig 
wams once clustered like negro-cabins ona plantation, now rises the 
stately edifice, or flourishes the luxuriant garden. Large oaks and elms 
and pecan trees, stud the parks and natural mounds in stately grandeur ; 
aad the highly improved face of the country convinces the stranger at a 
glance that he is in a land where generations have grown old and passed 
away—where the track ofthe hardy pioneer has been long since effaced, 
and where civilization has put on the embellishments of art, affluence 
and experience. Many old and wealthy familics maintain herein princely 
state, the ‘‘tabernacles’’ set up by their ancestors; among whom we may 
particularize, Capt. Wm. J. Minor, Col. Adam L. Bingaman, Gen. Quit- 
man, the Surgets, the Dunbars, Dr. Mercer, the Duncans, Lintonos, and 
other families, who deservedly rank not only among the wealthiest of the 
Union, but are also remarkable for their refinement and princely hospi- 
tality. 








SPECULATIONS ON THE HABITS OF THE DOG. 
[In a recent correspondence with a friend, who has paid much attention 
to natural history, and has his own way of thinking, we alluded to the well 
known anecdote of the young greyhound which was carried closely con- 
fined from Glasgow to Edinburgh in the boot of astage, and which, upon 
escaping, immediately returned toGlasgow. Our idea was that the animal 
made his way from the sense of smell alone, as he could not see any- 
thing on his journey. Our friend takes issue with us, and we quote what 
he says for the benefit of our readers.—Eds. of the ‘‘Spirit.’’] 
In regard to the greyhound that was conveyed from Glasgow to Edin- 
burgh in the boot of a stage, and escaping found its way back, as you sug- 
gest, by an exquisite sense of smell, I have to say that, as a general rule, 
the sense of smell is not exquisite in this race of dogs. The Highland 
greyhound, with one or two other varieties, are exceptions. This sense 
has been obliterated, or brought down to its present standard, by training. 
The greyhound has been used to coursing from time immemorial. Physi- 
ology teaches that the acuteness of the senses may be lost from disease. 
The opposite to this is true. In this way I account for the blindness of 
the fish found in the Mammoth Cave in Kentucky. Admitting that the 
dog in question was of the Highland variety, I think that he found his 
way home by the instinct that prompts animals to return home by the 
shortest route, as in case of the pig. If he found his way back by the 
sense of smell there were three modes by which this might have been ac- 
complished. Ist. To take the back track of the horses. 2d. To suppose 
that the air along the line of travel had not been disturbed by wind, and 
was fully saturated with the scent of the coach and its contents. It would 
certainly be easy under these circumstances for the dog to keep the track. 
8d. That each section or portion of the road had its peculiar odor, which 
the dog successively recognized and pursued until he reached home. In 
regard to the Ist of these, the time elapsed after arrival in Edinburgh was 
too long before he escaped for,him to have pursued his way by the track 
of the horses, particularly as we must suppose that numerous other horses 
and vehicles and foot passengers must have obliterated (apart from time) 
the scent. In the 2d case, we cannot suppose that the air was undistuyb- 
ed, and therefore stationary, for so longa time ; and the 8d case is hardly a 
supposable one, for a thousand things might have occurred to change the 
the odor of localities. 1 have known many instances of dogs, horses, and 
mules, returning to their native place, after being taken hundreds of miles 
away. I knew a hound to return under these circumstances twice from 
Tennessee to Surrey County, ‘‘this State.’’ Two years ago my sister gave 
to a wagoner, on his way to Georgia, peddling tobacco, an ill natured fice 
(whence comes thisname), named King. He would permit no fondling 





This tolerance by many dogs, and some other animals, of children, in some 
instances when grown persons are not permitted to approach, is singular 
and very remarkable. In Capt. Cook’s voyages, the domestic buffalo 
is described as submitting to the management of children when into- 
lerant of that of grown people. The tame elephants of India are 
capital nurses of infants, &c. But to proceed—King was taken into 
Georgia and escape from thence just three weeks after leaving home, as 
the wagoner stated on his return. I do not recollect the number of 
days that elapsed after his escape, before King made his appearance at 
his former home. He was much ematiated, and nearly starved ; his 
whole nature seemed changed ; he wasin an ecstacy of delight,’and fawning 
upon every member of the family separately, and submitting with much 
pleasure to caresses. In afew days, however, King was himself again in 
every particular, the same ill-conditioned brute as ever.

TROTTING AT WARRENTON, MO. 

WARRENTON, Me., July 12, 1859, 
Dear ‘‘ Spirit’’—Not long since we had a little sport in the County of Lin- 
coln, in the shape of a race for the citizens’ purse of $100, mile heats, 
with an inside stake of $25 each. There were four entries—St. Louis 
Peytona, St. Victor, b. f. by St. Louis, and The Star of the West. This 
race had been talked over until the boys thought they had it all right, but 
the wise ones sometimes get mistaken. Mr. Corder’s b. f. was the favorite 
for the first heat, as his mare had shown considerable speed on some for- 
mer occasion, but was not supposed to have bottom to run more than one 
mile ; so she was to win the first heat, and then comes the tug of war. 
St. Louis Peytona is a large fine-looking mare, 16 hands high, and can run 
all day, her friends say, but had only been in training four weeks, and 
was too high in flesh. St. Victor had been in training all the spring, and 
was in tip-top order. Star of the West was a green colt, and had not 
been up but three or four weeks, so there could not be confidence placed 
in him. The day was very warm and dry, and the track a new one, only 
made last spring, and was quire heavy. At three o’clock the horses were 
called. Peytona was the first toappear, Star of the West, the bay filly, 
and St. Victor bringing up the rear. Many bets were made that*the bay 
filly would win the first heat, but Peytona was to win the money. The 
betting now commenced between the grey mare and St. Victor, They 
are saddled for the first heat, Star of the West first, Peytona second, bay 
filly third, and St. Victor outside, but as soon as the riders were up, and 
Corder’s b. f. and the grey mare not more than in their places, the drum 
taps for the 
First heat—And off they go, Star first, St. Victor second, and the other 
two in the rear. Mr. Corder’s filly ran from the score, and at the first 
quarter they were all in a pile, the grey mare and St. Victor pulling, the 
bay filly and Star going for their life, but before they had reached the 
third quarter the bay filly was in the lead, and kept it, winning the heat, 
Star second, Victor third, and the grey fourth. 
But at this moment of good feeling with the friends of the bay filly 
the rider dismounted without orders from the judges, and was declared 
distanced, which caused some dissatisfaction on the part of the friends of 
the mare. Star was then drawn, and left the bay filly and Victor to fight 
it ont single-handed. 
Second heat.—At the call they started, Victor in the lead, which he 
kept in spite of the mare, who ran at him the entire mile, Victor winning 
by a length in 1:55, which was considered very good for a new track. 
Still the friends of the mare thought that the third mile would bring him. 
Third heat—At the call they both responded. Victor this time takes 
the track, and keeps it in spite of the mare, who ran at him all the time, 
but could not get nearer than his hips, he winning the heat and race. 
Time, first heat 1:58, second heat 1:55, third heat 1:58, This race will 
cause two or three more this fall, which, if acceptable, I will report in my 
feeble way.

succeeding day will crown his fondest hopes and aspirations by placing 
him in close and successful contact with his monstrous game—but during 
a long period of ill fortune, as week succeeds week and then the dreary 
months continue to ‘‘drag their slow length along”’ and still no sign of 
whales, no show of ‘‘luck,’’ ’tis not in human nature to withstand those 
occasional disheartening and oppressive feelings tbat produce an unpleas- 
ant conviction that we had hopelessly wasted so long a term of our pre- 
cious lives, with the prospect of many more such months of solitude being 
torn from the page of our existence, ere we can accomplish our much 
desired return to home and all its dear associations ; vainly wishing, with 
the lover of old, that we possessed the power to ‘“‘annihilate both time 
and space’’ for the attainment of so desirable an end. Tiese sad feelings 
and reflections, however acute for a time, are merely ephemeral, and the 
first fresh breeze that dashes the briny spray against the vessel's bows, 
generally serves to blow away all cobwebs and blue devils from the heart 
of poor jack. 

Our mate—a genuine ‘‘old salt’’ who bad spent forty years of his life 
whaling—saw full well how matters stood, and resolved to enliven the 
scene and rouse the drooping spirits of the dreamers. Having hailed the 
men aloft and refreshed them with a pressing desire to ‘‘keep their eyes 
well skinned,’’ he came forward a few steps towards the try works around 
which the loiterers were gathered, and with a well feigned look of sur- 
prise, inquired why they all looked so ‘‘down in the moutb,’’ to which 
sundry muttered answers were given, such as ‘‘no good stopping out lon- 
ger,’ ‘‘whales not to get hereaway,’’ ‘‘wish the voyage was up,’’ &c. 
“Ha! ha! ha!’’ yoistered out the old fellow. ‘“‘If I didn’t know as 
you've got the right sort o’ stuff among ye, I should think ’twas a lot of 
chicken hearted greenhorns. Why what the dickens ails the boys? We 
do everything that can be done—always keep a good lookout—but we 
must wait our turn, for everybody knows we can’t make whales—so dam 

it, where’s the use of getting the bluesand looking long favored ?-will that 
bring a drop of ’ile alongside? No sir-ee! you may just as well look for 
the grace of God in a Guineaman’s log book as try that game !”’ 


Having thus given expression to a piece of his mind much apparently | 
to his own satisfaction, Mr. Starbord continued chatting good humoredly | 
with the men and enjoying his pipe—be declared himself a jolly dog— 
and having plenty to eat and drink, as snug a barkey as ever walked blue 
water, with everything ‘‘ship shape and Bristol fashion’’ alow and aloft, 
he could not understand what more a sailor could desire; ‘‘and who 
knows, bullies,’’ continued he, ‘‘but we may have a couple of those black | 
rascals floating alongside before sunset yet?’’ ‘“Nosuch luck,’’ eaclaimed 
one of the men. ‘‘No such luck!’’ returned Starbord scornfully. ‘‘Never 
say die, man.

had a first-rate crew all round, scarcely a man but had been one cruise 
t’other side of land anyhow, for whaling in them days turned out better 
than it does now; whether it was because whales were more plenty, or 
that not having so many people chasing the poor creatures up and down 
over every ocean they were less ‘galled,’ I don’t know, but a voyage sel- 
dum took so long then as now by a year or two, and the men got better 
lays, so that good sailor men took to whaling aud followed it for years ; 
we warn’t then so full of green handsas we be these times. Ah! whaling 
was whaling then and no mistake. But hold on, boys, I'm runniog out 
of line too fast, so let’s haul in and fetch upto the yarn. Well, as I said, 
we left Nantucket a bonny crew in fine feather and ready for anything. 
We cruised along pleasantly enough, taking it all smooth and easy; in 
about five weeks we made the Cape de Verds and put into Porto Praya 
for fruit and vegetables. After taking in what fresh provisions we re- 
quired and giving the boys a day or two’s liberty ashore, watch and watch 
ail around, away we put her again, weathered the Cape, and then con. 
tinued cruising on the old ground off the coasts of Chiliand Peru. Well, 
we searched and searched, crossing and recrossing all over the ground 
month after month, but not a whale could we raise anyhow, not a chance 
could we get, and we were sick of seeing our boats hanging dry upon the 
cranes ; still we kept on beating about, sometimes falling in with a brother 
blubber hunter ‘boiling out,’ which aggravated us more than all. So it 
went on, not a slice of luck could we get, ‘‘devil a bit,’’ and many of us 
began to think some downright Jonah must be aboard, and all kinds of 
unreasonable thoughts and fancies were whispered around. Atlast, boys, 
we had run down to the Galapagos Islands, and were cruising just under 
the line—and my eye, wasn’t it hot.

humor, such a different set to what they had grown to be a month before.

Soon after this we put into Callao to recruit, a nda jollier set of fellows 
never put foot on Peruvian ground than the crew of the old Pacific. 


‘‘After that wecruised about between the coast of Chile and the Equator 


with such a continuance of success that in about four months more we had 
taken altogether about 3000 barrels of oil and only seventeen months out, 


during two-thirds of which we had done nothing. We now ran for Paita for 
Well, 
away we went, but as we had room for a couple of hundred barrels more 


of oil, he made up bis mind, after gettimg round Cape Horn, to run across 


to the Tristein Islands and cruise a week or two, as whales resort there 
sometimes in great numbers. 

‘‘Now, my lad:, I'm coming tote principal scone of my sad story, but 
first you must understand that I shipped as third mate and Captain’s boat- 
steerer ; the way it worked was this: sometimes the skipper wentin bis 
boat when lowered for whales and then I steered him, but it more fre- 
quently happened that he remained on board the ship, then I headed the 
boat and Tony was my harpooner. We made the Island all right, and 
after cruising a few daysfell in witha school of whales and killed a 
couple of small ones, makiog toget her about 50 barrels; we cut them in, 
and everything went on regular and straightforward until, about sunset 
of the second day afterwards, we had nearly finished boiling out our two 
whales. Supper was over, and it was my turn at the Try pots until mid- 
night; Tony was my helpmate. I soon perceived something very strange 
and distant in his manner, and whenI asked him one or two simple 
questions he returned most unaccountable answers. I paid no further at- 
tention to this at the time, thinking some skylarking might have been 
going on amongst the boys and bad reffled poor Tony’s temper. We 
continued our work for some timein silence. I was filling up one pot with 
fresh blubber and my companion was baleing the oil out of another, 
when turning towards him I said: ‘That's right Tony, my boy, we'll finish 
this job to-night, and then if webave the luck to pick up twoor three 
more of these dogs, away we go—a full ship and well lined pockets : hurrah 
for the girls we left behind us.

After ascertaining that the whales were quietly working towards us and 
lazily rolling about enjoying the fine weather, the captain luffed the ship 
up into the wind, and sung out, ‘all hands get breakfast and then stand by 
the boats.’ During our hurried meal the skipper turned to me. ‘Starbord,’ 
says he, ‘what the devil ails that man?’ ‘That’s what puzzles all of us, 
sir,’ said I, ‘for he was always such a lively colt, never so happy as when 
he got among a pod of whales.’ ‘Well,’ returned the captain, after a 
moment's thought, ‘I'll head our boat to-day, and let Tony stay aboard ; 
don’t give him a place in either of the boats,’ continued he, looking round 
the table at the other mates, from whom a respectful ‘No, Sir,’ closed 
the conversation, and the breakfast, too. We down boats and pulled for 
the whales, but they got scent of us and were soon putting away to wind- 
ward. After giving chase for about an hour we managed to cut off one 
from the main body, and we s00n used him up amongst us, By this time 
we had worked away several miles to windward of the ship, so, leaving the 
other boats to tow the whale, we pulled to the vessel, as our skipper was 
anxious to be aboard, and work the ship up towards the boats as much as 
possible. Arrived on board, we hoisted our boat, and the captain, as was 
his custom in such times, took the helm himself, from whence he issued 
necessary orders to the men. I then went about putting my boat in order, 
in which I was soon joined by Tony, who came without a word and as- 
sisted me in coiling our loose line into its tub, and bending on fresh irons 
in place of those left in thedead whale. While thus engaged he looked 
very thoughtful and serious, but did everything in a most correct and me- 
thodical manner. We continued working on in silence, for I was too busy wit 
my own thoughts to open any conversation, and to tell the truth I had no 
wish to do so, but rather felt disinclined like to say anything. We had 
nearly put everything to rights, when I was suddenly aroused by the Cap- 
tain singing out to me, ‘‘Starbord, Starbord ! do look here man !

‘Stern all,’ was now the 
order, and witha will the boys obeyed it. The stricken fish gave a con- 
vulsive flounce, rolled himself half over, breached his enormous junk high 
into the air, madly dashed his flukes upon the foaming sea, and down he 
went, carrying the smoking tow-line out of the boat with startling velo- 
city.

Finding he had missed his 
object, the enraged animal turned upon us with redoubled fury, rolling 
upon his side and gnashing his ponderous jaws most terrifically he now 
rushed at us open mouthed, and had his attempt succeeded our boat 
would have been but as an egg shell in his dreadful jaws. ‘Stern all! 
stern all, men, for your lives,’ I shouted, as the monster was close upon 
us. The boat glided rapidly astern over the seething water, when, by a 
vigorous stroke of the steering oar, I swung round her head, and thus once 
more we just escaped the impending peril at a most critical moment ; but 
our danger was by no means over, for maddened and furious beyond 
measure at finding his attempt to seize us unavailing, the monster 
now resolved on a different, and to us more dangerous mode of attack. 
Rolling himself over towards the boat's head, he raiai-ed his immense junk 
for several feet above the water. I at once understood the threatened visi- 
tation, and seeing the imminence of thedanger, ‘Overboard, for God’s 
sake !’ Ishrieked to the men. ‘ ‘Jump, boys, jump !’ 

‘‘As I spoke, his enormous flukes were thrown up from the boiling sea, 
flashing above the whole forward part of the boat, which I fully expected 
would the next moment be one mass of splinters. I felt a sickening sen- 





sation at my heart as those deadly flukes were swung with lightning rapi- 
dity before my face, hiding all other objects from my sight—when lo! as 
by a miracle, they descend with a defeaning sound upon the water, and 
our enemy is gone—leaving the boat dancing and heaving upon the whit- 
ened ocean. ‘These scenes which I have attempted to explain to you had 
occupied but a few moments ; they had been pressed upon us with bewil- 
dering rapidity ; the whole uffair had passed as speedily as the imagina- 
tion can picture it. I had cut the line attached to the flying whale just 
before the last terrific charge of our savage foe—it wowld have been in- 
sanely increasing our danger to have held on longer. You can readily 
imagine how relieved I felt when our tormentor turned flukes and disap- 
peared. The after oarsman and myself were left alone in the boat, so we 
at once commenced helping on board the other men, who had jumped 
into the sea to save their lives. I fondly hoped that all was safe and our

Many such 
short and simple annals could be written, for among the fearless men who 
have engaged in this daring occupation, many a noble and generous heart 
has been set at rest for ever—many a gallant and adventurous spirit has 
been suddenly laid low and ‘inthe deep bosom of the ocean buried.”’

FAWKES’ STEAM PLOW. 
REPORT OF THE STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 

Messrs. Epirors.—The undersigned, a Committee on behalf of the 
Pennsylvania State Agricultural Society, at the invitation of Mr. Fawkes, 
the inventor of the Steam Plow, visited Oxford Park, near Philadelphia, 
this afternoon, Thursday, July 2ist, and witnessed the operation of “the” 
plow. The soil was in good con’ wm, owing to the’ late rain, which’ 
rendered the experiment more satisiactory. 
about three bundred gallons of water was pum into the tank by.a 
donkey engine attached to the machine, and in a very short time sufficient’ 
steau, was raised to prepare it, so as to display to’ great advautage the.

All doubts, however, success were speedily removed. The 
eight in number, which were suspended by peer f in a frame attac to 
the rear of the machine, about eighteen inches above the ground, by 
means of a slight adjustment of a crank, were dropped to their prope 
position for action ; and at the sound of the whistle the plow toved tor 
ward in the most qrecetel manner, performing its work with ease, and to 
the admiratiou and perfect satisfaction of the most skeptical. 

The soil, which was made to yield to the united action of the eight 
mould boards, each turning a furrow slice of fourteen inches in width 
and six inches in depth, moving at the rate of four milesan hour, (or 
four acres an hour,) presented the appearance, in viewing it from the rear, 
of the undulations of a wave, hiding the plows entirely from view. ‘The 
effect was most pleasing, and elicited the admiration ef all. 

The experiment was made upon a tough timothy sod, which had not 
been plowed for some seven years previously. 

The grade was of about seven degrees, which tested the powers of the 
machine to perform on inclived surfaces. One of the committee, familiar | 
with prairie plowing, affirms that he has never seen level prairie turned 
io beautifully by horse power as the uneven Timothy sod was by the steam 
plow. 

Mr. Fawkes, still further to show the =e of his machine for 
easy locomotion over uneven surfaces, propelled it rapidly over several 
gullies, one of which was fully eighteen inches in depth, while others 


were very abrupt, and this without any apparent detriment to the ma- | 


chinery, and also moved it in @ circle, several times, of a diameter of 
about twenty-five feet, and passed, by request, across the ground just: 
plowed, witbout any difficulty, showiog conclusively its adaptiveness for 
all agricultural purposes, not only as a field plow but as a means of pro- 
pulsion for mowing and reaping machines, 

Your com mittee are further of opinion that the engine is applicable to 
the driving of threshing machines, farm mills, circular saws, &c. 

It may be proper to add that Mr. Fawkes placed the machine yo ox 
at the disposal of the committee, and subjected it to every test wh 
they suggested.

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AMERICAN AND ENGLISH RACE HORSES. 
PROPOSED INTERN ATIONAL MATCH. 

The superiority of English over American race horses has long been a 
matter of doubt and dispute between the patrons of the Turf in the re- 
spective countries. While freely conceding that the English thoreugh- 
bieds evince greater speed in those short half mileand mile dashes, which 
constitute so large & portion of their races, we claim a decided superiority 
for the enduranceand gameness of the American racer, as manifested in 
their capabilities of running races of three and four mile heats, without 
inconvenience or injury. The question of the relative superiority of the 
two breeds of horses, therefore, remains, at the present day, in the same 
state of indecision and dispute, as it was a quarter of acentury ago. The 
‘time test,’’ which many persons place eo much dependance upon here, 
in estimating the relative merits of contending horses, becomes almost 
valueless when we attempt, through it, to institute a comparison between 
the speed of American and English horses. This arises from two causes ; 
the peculiar nature of the English race tracks, and the manner in which 
the races are there run. Their tracks are not, as ours, perfectly level, but 
present (at least the majority of them) every variety of surface, of ascent 
and descent ; some finishing up hill, others commencing on the ascent, 
but terminating either on the descent or on the level. The greater 
number of races also, are ‘‘waiting races ;'’ the speed of the animal being 
carefully husbanded by his jockey until within a short distance from 
bome, when Le is brought up with a tremendous rush. It is in conse- 
quence of these different conditions that the ‘‘time test,’’ applied to Erg- 
lish horses and races, cannot be depended upon, and other means to arrive 
at a correct estimate of the merits of American and English race horses 
must be adopted. 

The idea of a great international match, between America and Eng- 
land, was first suggested in a communication which appeared in the col- 
umns of the ‘‘Spirit of the Times,’’ in December, 1838, and which ema- 
nated from a well known patron of the Southern Turf. As everything 
connected with this proposed mateh cannot but prove interesting at the 
present day, we republish the letter in question, together with the Editor’s 
remarks. 

















NATIONAL MATCH FOR $50.000! 
ENGLAND, VS, AMERICA, 

We desire to invite the attention of the Sporting World on both sides 
the Atlantic, to the suggestion contained in the extract annexed of a letter 
to the Editor, from one of the most distinguished gentlemen on the Ame- 
rican Turf. It will be seen that he propoees a National Post Match be- 
tween the ‘‘cracks’’ of John Bull and Brother Jonathan—or rather to iun 
two matches of four mile heats, for $25,000 a side each—one match to be 


ran by American horses rs. the choice of England, at Newmarket, and 
the other on Long Island by English horses vs. the choice of America. 
It is believed by many of our most intelligent countrymen abroad, that 
no very formidable obstacle exists to prevent the conclusion of such a 
match, while many of those must conversant with the feelings of British 
turfmen on the subject, who have recently returned, are sanguine that so 
far as Joho Bull is concerned, he has the spirit and the will to come for- 
ward at once in support of the pretensions for untivalled beauty, speed, 
and stoutness, so long accorded to the English racehorse. The subject is 
one that for quite a length of time has excited a keen interest among 
the leading turfmen of the Atlantic States: and for several montba 
throughout the ‘‘tacehorse regions’ of the olden time, the feasibility of 
the match bas been a most ab orbing theme of discussion in every sporting 
circle. Several eminent Americans abroad, including one or two distin- 
guiiees peblic functionaries, have written their friends here at home, of 
their ardent desire that such a match should be made up, and urged it 
upon their correspondents. They are not only confident that our four 
mile borses would reflect the highest credit upon the system of breeding 
and toms. in America, but that such a match would be fraught with 
almost able advantage to the character, prosperity and usefulness 
of the sports of the turf in this country : 

“If the steam navigation goes on successfully, we must have a match 
with England. Suppose you feel the way both at home and abroad, aod 
see how such a thing would take? Let us run one match at New York 
and the other at Newmarket, four mile heats, 5000 guineas each match, 
al! England os. all America. I would like to join a party of gentlemen 
in such an enterprise, with “Old Nap.”’ and Arthur Taylor engaged in it ; 
the stock would be worth a premium. It would, more than anything 
= revive the spirit of racing, and would add greatly te the value of 
a stock on both sides of the Atlantic.

English Jockey Club ; and to whose management and control the arrange- 
ment of the details of the match could be safely left, and whose direction 
of the affair would give it a national character. About the time when the 
project was first broached, there were many of our most influential Turf- 
men, including Capt. Mixor, Col. Hampton, Hon. D. F. Kenner, Gen. 
Wets, the Messrs. Srevens, Mr. Livinoston, Capt. Stock on, Colonel Jonn- 
son, M. R. Srneieton, Esq., Col. Lona, ete., willing to take an active inter- 
est in carrying it into operation. But death has since been busy in their 
ranks, and many of those warm-hearted and spirited gentlemen, who hal 
been for so many years passionately attached to the sports on the Turf, 
have now gone under it. 

It is now some twenty-iive years ago since the late Ropr. L. SrEVENs 
gent over two mares to England for the purpose of breeding them to the 
best stallions of the day ; of course, we allude to the renowned Polly Lop- 
kins and Betsey Ransom. Neither of them ran in England, as many per- 
sons erroneously suppose, nor did their produce distinguish themselves, so 
far as we recollect. 

In 1842, we believe, Capt. Suirtey purchased Tempest, an American- 
bred horse out of a sister to the renowned Sir Charles. He ran in two or 
three races, but was not placed in either, if our memory fails us not. .Se- 
veral other horses were taken to the mother country by English officers, 
but none of the first class. 

In 1856, Ricuarp Ten Brorck, Hsy., sent over Lecomie, Pryor, and Prier- 
ess—the former one of the best horses ever bred, but who never was in 
condition to run after leaving New Orleans ; the other two were considered 
good ones, but not among the best—indeed, not by any means such as 
would have been selected to contend for our National honors. A large 
amount of money was invested in the enterprise, however, and the ex- 
periment was a valuable one, as far as its results were concerned. It 
showed us that the voyage across the Atlantic. in the confined hold of a 
steamer, and the total change of air, water, and climate, exercised a most 
powerful and prejudicial effect upon the equine constitution. Lecomte 
and Pryor soon succumbed to the climatic influences, and it is only after 
some three years acclimation that Privress seems to ‘‘be herself again.” 
Charleston, Babylon, Bonita, Woodburn, and Starke, have since been ex- 
ported ; the former started once and lost, and is now in the stud. The 
latterseem to be still under those depressing influences we have men- 
tioned, although he is by no means to be regarded as one of the best re- 
presentatives of the American breed that could have been sent. Of the 
performances of most of the horses above mentioned it is unnecessary for 
us to speak further than to refer to our ‘‘Racing Calendar.’’ Prioress has, 
by her performances on the English Turf, fully maintained the high re- 
putation of the American horses for endurance and listing qualities. Her 
owner always asserted that although she might be beaten in a single dash 
of a mile, or two miles, yet her success was certain when it came to heat- 
racing. The result of the race for the Cesarewitch Stakes at Newmarket, 
in 1857, proved the correctnes: of Mr. Ten Broeck’s judgment. Thirty- 
four horses started, and a dead heat between three-—Prioress, Queen Bess. 
and E! Hakim—ensued ; the former winning the deciding heat easily. 
The length of this course is little more than two miles and a quarter. Pri- 
oress has since won the Great Yorkshire Handicap, the Queen’s Plates at 
Epsom and Newmarket, and was only defeated for the Cesarewitch last 
year by ahead. At the moment of writing, she occupies the first position 
in the betting for the Goodwood Cup, and it is quite possible that by her 
aid that splendid trophy may yet grace the sideboard of her plucky 
owner. 





The gameness and bottom of the American racer, evinced in his abili- 
ties to run repeated heats of three and §four miles each, is generally be- 
coming acknowledged in England. The custom in vogue there of run- 
ning their race-horses at two years old, before the constitution becomes 
perfectly matured, is producing the effect that might have been antict- 
pated. Of the hundreds of thoroughbreds at this moment in training, 
there are scarcely twenty that could stand a bruising four-mile race, without 
breaking down, and thus suddenly terminating their racing career. That 
this arises from the great number of rich two-year-old stakes, which thus 
offers a premium to the unnatural forcing process of young horses, we 
readily admit ; the fact still remains that Eaglish horses are degenerating 
in endurance and constitutional stamina. One of the shrewdest judges 
and most successful tacticians on the English Turf, Sir Joseph Hawley, per- 
ceived the truth of the position for which we are contending, and last 
year he purchased Charleston, one of Mr. Ten Broeck’s American horses, 
and immediately put him in the stud, in hopes to obtain from him some 
of his own gameness and the speed and stoutness of our Eclipse, his mater- 
nal great-grandsire. The importance which he attached to the result of 
the cross of blood may be judged from the fact that he sent the valuable 
brood mare Mendicant, the dam of Beadsman, the winner of the Great 
Epsom Derby, to him, among his earliest visitors. 

While on this subject, it may not be uninteresting to quote the follow- 
ing observations from the pen of the Editor of the London ‘Sporting Ma- 
gazine,”’ and which were published twenty-three years ogo. He says -—

The private enterprise of Mr. Ten Broeck in taking American horses to 
run on the English Turf has been imitated by Mr. Cameron, an English 
gentleman of this city, who recently imported two young English race- 
horses, of fashionable blood, being by Sweetmeat and Bolingbroke. One 
of them, a two-year-old filly, ran at the last meeting of the Union Asso 
ciation, on the Eclipse Course, L, I. She, however, had not recovered 
from the effects of the sca voyage, and she was unsuccessful. But private 
enterprises, although valuable for the experience and knowledge which 
result from them, cannot be regarded as affording a solution of the questio 
vexata, the superiority of the American and English breed of race-horses. 
This matter can only be decided by the adoption of the plan suggested 
in the letter above published of issuing a challenge to the English Jockey 
Club (and emanating from a National Jockey Club in America yet to be or-

The first step, therefore, towards the efficient accomplishment of this im. 
portant object must be the establishment of a NarionaL JoogEy Crus. We 
have repeatedly urged the policy and importance of the formation of such 
a Club, and we do not see any insuperable obstacles towards the accom. 
plishment of this object. It could be constituted by representatives from 
the Jockey Clubs at present in existence throughout the United States, 
and to them might with propriety be committed 'the drawing up of such q 
code of Laws, Rules, and Regulations, as would effectually establish the 
authority of the Association and secure the accomplishment of the degireq 
objects. The first steps in this direction once taken, the rest would be 
easily accomplished. We should then be in a proper position to issue a 
challenge (which would be in reality a national one) to our transatlanti, 
brethren te compete for the supremacy of the Turfon both English ang 
American soil, and the result of which, whether favorable or unfayorable 
to us, would leave no room for cavil or dispute. 

As this subject is of snch vital importance to the interests of the Turf in 
this country, we would respectfully invoke a free interchange of ideas 
and opinions among our Turf magnates and lovers of racing generally, 
and shall be glad to have the matter thoroaghly discussed and ventilated 
in ourcolumns. Itis quite possible that the suggestion of our’ correspon- 
dent, published twenty-one year ago, for a Great International Match be- 
tween American and English horses, may yet be realised. 

In this connection, the following, from the ‘‘Sporting Chronicle,” wil; 
be read with interest :— 

American Horses and the Goodwood Cup: 
By the latest English sporting journals, we perceive that Mr. Ten Broeck 
is pursuing thejudicious course of reserving his American horses for 
the Goodwood meeting, and not starting them for their Jless,important 
engagements at Stockbridge and Newcastle-on-Tyne. _ Prioress has not 
run since she won the Queen's Plate at Epsom, and although she was entered 
for the Liverpool Cup, run for on the 14th inst., yet we are dis) 
to think that her owner will adopt the same policy as im the Corporation 
Plate at Newcastle meeting, and pay forfeit. Her chance of winning the 
Goodwood Cup this year appears too good to be jeopardised by starting her 
for the Liverpool event. There is no doubt that Mr. Ten Broeck lost the 
Cesarewitch race last year by starting Prioress for the Great Yorkshire 
Handicap at Doncaster, the previous month, as in consequence of her 
winning it she incurred that 7lbs. penalty which lost her the other more 
important race bya head. This year there are thirty-nine horses entered 
for the ‘‘glittering Goodwood Cup,’’ and among them are three French 
and tive American horses. The former comprise Mdlle. de Chantilly, 
Gouvieux, and Martel-en-Tete, and the latter Prioress, Woodburn, Starke, 
Cincinnati, and Des Chiles. On paper, it would appear as if Prioress was 
the only one likely to have a chance of success. She has been, and still 
is, the first favorite in the betting, Des Chiles being supported at twelve 
to one, while the others are not mentioned. Among her competitors, 
however, are some most formidable names, including Fisherman, the 
world-renowned winner of the Ascot Cup ; Leamington, the dowble-crowned 
winner of the Chester Cup; Beadsman, the Derby winner of 1858 ; Tox- 
ophilite, Lifeboat, North Lincoln, Promised Land, Marionette, Schism, 
Ariadne, Scent, and many other proved good horses. The fourteen 
pounds allowance to foreign-bred horses gives Prioress an immense ad- 
vantage over her opponents, as Fisherman has to give herno less than 
twenty-eight pounds, Leamington eighteen pounds, and Beadaman fifteen pounds 
and two years. It is no wonder, therefore, after the running which 
Prioress has shown in her career on the English Turf, and especially this 
year, in the forward position which she attained in the race for the Chester 
Cup, and her success over good horses at Newmarket and Epsom, that the 
shrewd betting men of the ring should think so favorably of ber chance 
ot winning this important prize, and elevate her to the premiership in 
the betting. We heartily trust that Mr.ffen Broeck’s hopes of success in 
the race may be realized, and the name of Prioress} enrolled with those 
ot Monarque, Jouvence, and Baroncino, the foreign-bred winners of the 
Goodwood Cup in previousfyears.

April, ‘“Doe’’ did flap his wings and crow a little ; but. he did not give 
one flutter more than he hada right. In fact, he was very moderate on 
the success of the horses. I will not say a word about those wonderful pro- 
phecies. The presence of the Virginia gentlemen with their horses gave 
additional interest and eclat to the most brilliant, agreeable, and success- 
ful race meeting ever held on the Metairie Course. The stands were found 
insufficient to accommodate the numbers who attended, and the Associa- 
tion who own the ground have determined to pull down the old stands, 
and rebuild them of brick and iron on an enlarged and improved plan, at 
a cost of some five-and-twenty thousand dollars.. The refreshment 
rooms, under the members’ stand, will be so arranged that they can be 
thrown into one grand ball room, in which the members of the club, their 
invited guests, and the ladies, who may honor them with presence, may 
while away the time between heats;on'the three and four mile days, on 
the light fantastic toe, tosounds of; sweetest music; In @ word, there is to 
be a ‘*Matinée de danse” on the long days. 

But to return to our horses. The Virginians won, for asimple, but very 
sufficient reason—they had the best. horses, they were well managed, and 
were‘in fine condition, barring a slight cough which had been troubling 
Planet from the Charleston meeting, but did not seem to set him 
back much in the betting, or in his. running., The excellence of their 
condition, as well as their game, was proved by the fact that they won all 
their races easy at the finish. Never did success give such universal satis- 
faction, as did that of the Virginia stable. Those who lost were delighted 
that their defeat was achieved by the Virginians, rather than by any one 
else. This feeling was so strong, and so openly expressed, that the Messrs. 
Doswell noticed it with pleasure, andata dinner given by a number of 
gentlemen at the St. Charles, (rather a handsome affair, I hear, gold ser- 
vice, boquets, and all that sort of thing, you know), to the Messrs. Dos 
well, Messrs. J. S. Hunter, and W. H. Gibbons, Col. Bingaman and Capt. 
Viley, Mr. T, W. Doswell, in. reply toa toast, happily remarked that ‘‘the 
Southern Turfmen bore their defeat with so much grace, it deprived victory 
of half itsglory.’’ If the Virginia gentlemen carried away with them 
impressions as favorable as those they left behind, then the race meeting 
over the Metairie Course in the Spring of 1859 was a complete success. 

I trust, Messrs. Editors, the Virginians will return to us next Spring, 
their horses in the finest condition, their fame undimmed by a single de- 
feat. Then, if they are to be deprived of the honors they have so nobly 
won, let them be lost on the Metairie Course, where the proudest of them 
were won, on the Newmarket of America,.where to be beaten is not to be 
disgraced, where there is no postponement because of trots in the neighbor- 
hood, where their laurels, if lost, willnot be gathered by unfriendly hands, 
or worn by unworthy rivals. 

Having now cheerfully rendered unto ‘‘Cwsar the things which are 
Cexsar’s,’’ the truth of history demands that I should point out an error 
into which my friend ‘‘Doc’’ has fallen, when he asserts that ‘‘the Virginia 
horses beat the brag racers of Louisiana.’’ Of the eight horses ‘‘Ascension’’ 
had in view, whemhe snggested the four matches, three, Whale, Rupee, 
and Minnehaha, the most distinguished of the lot, broke down. Viceroy, 
a very promising three-year-old, went amiss, and was turned out. Starke, 
amost promising and successful »three-year-old, was sold to Mr. Ten 
Broeck at $7,000 to beat the English with. Of the remaining three, 
Sigma came to the post as fat as a pig, and Variete as lean asa rat. And 
to complete the chapter of accidents, Bonnie Lagsie slipped her saddle be- 
fore she went half a mile in the first heat of her first race, thereby, losing 
all chance of beating Planet. It was a deeply interesting sight to see the 
gallant little mare dashing about for three miles and a half with her rider 
on her neck, who, of course, could do nothing but try to keep his seat, 
which he did, to the astonishment of every one. (Capt. Minor runs his 
horses in cruppers, and he should have accustomed Bonnie Lassie, who has 
‘slippery back,’’ to run in one. Better she had kicked her hoofs off than 
to have knocked her friends over in the way shedid. The man who lives 
at the mouth of the ‘‘New River’’ lane, was in town a few days since. and 
says he never sees her now without a crupper. , 

Mr. Richards’ success at Lexington with the fine Albion colt, Sheirrtt, 
gives his friends much pleasure. Mr, Richards has been so liberal in his 
outlay of money, so persevering and so patient under defeat, that he de- 
serves the good fortune he has met with in picking up, by accident, a 
colt in Tennessee, with which, trained by an old negro, and managed by a 
man who never won a race before. He defeated, in two races, with one 
Albion, the elite of some six and twenty nominations of the finest three- 
year-olds in the State, a number of which were in the hands of the oldest 
Turfmen in Kentucky. It was some consolation in this defeat to know it 
was the work of a brother’s hand. Mr. Richards is himself a high-toned 
Kentucky gentleman. But the “coup de grace’ to Kentucky’s pretensions 
to be considered the race-horse region was given by Mr. F. Scruggs, of 
Alabama, with his gelding Red Oak, by Second Altorf, dam by Job. Phee- 
bus! what a pedigree to beat all Kentuck. This Red Oak, this Second 
Altorf, was also picked up.in Tennessee for $1000, was trained by the ne- 
gro boy ‘‘Jack,’’ and managed by a man who has heretofore considered 
himself rather successful if he saved his distance. The young and the 
old, the veterans as well as the conscripts, were alike routed by this 
grandson of Job. 

"Tis strange—but true.”’ 

I hope soon, Messrs. Editors, to hear that Mr. Alexander, another most 
liberal and persevering gentleman, has achieved a success on the Turf, or 
I fear his love of the ‘high mettled racer’ will be smothered in the dust 
kicked up by a lot of stump-tailed trotters.

Cricketers’ Chronicle. 


The Two Elevens of Engiand. 


Jury 4.—For the sixth time the All England and the United Elevens 
met at Lord’s on the above namedday. The weather exactly suited, and, 
as we anticipated, an immense assen blage attended at an early hour. Tw 
better wickets could not have been procured, though the heavy thunder- 
storms on Saturda Sunday nights made the ground somewhat dead 
On this o« All England won the toss, a availed themselves of th 
first of the wickets, and the fine weather. All England played Bramp- 
ton instead of Daft and Cesar for Anderson, but the United played the 
same eleven as on the last occasion, still leaving out Wells. During theday | 


there must have been upwards of five thousand present. A very large 
amount of money was laid out, the All England Eleven being the favorites 
at 5to4. At 12 o'clock the spectators were informed, by the sound of 
the bell, that play was about to commence, and Willsher and Diver made 
their appearance to the bowling ofCaffyn and Atkinson, at afquarter past 
twelve. Off Caffyn’s first over Willsher made a drive for four, which he 
repeated in his second. Atkinson was very straight. Diver, shortly after, 
made a leg hit from Caffyn for four, The game proceeded with great life 
until 24 was scored, when Atkinson gave Willsher a baller; he played 
an excellent innings of 13. Yorkshire Stephenson took his place, and 
the game proceeded steadily, runs being got from Caffyn only ; off his 
first eight overs there were 28 runs obtained. Stephenson was missed 
long-on, and shortly after Grundy was put on Caffyn’s end. A shooter from 
Atkinson got Stephenson, when a total of 48 appeared on the telegraph. 
Diver played a splendid innings of 41. With Hayward he brought Wilkin- 
son on at Atkinson’s end, and Caffyn again, at his own end ; this got rid 
of Diver, playing the ball back to the bowler. His 41 comprised three 
fours, two threes, three twos, and singles. Three wickets had now fallen 
for 80 runs. The fourth, Geo. Parr’s, fell for 87; he was bowled by a 
ball well up. Czsar (the fifth) joined Hayward, and they run up a total 
of 113, when Casar—the first ball after dinner—was caught at point. 
Hayward exhibited a masterly display of cricket. Wisden bowled beautiful- 
ly, and, like Atkinson, put the ball on the spot almost every time; the 
fielding, too, was first-rate, it being evident that the United were high in 
mettle, Surrey Stephenson then became the companion of Hayward, when 
the latter unfortunately ran out, the ball being cleverly thrown in from 
long-leg by Griffith, whose throwing and fielding, in that position, was 
frequently applauded. The long stopping of Mortlock, too, as usual, was 
very good. Hayward’s, the sixth wicket, fell for 143, and his figures were 
a five (drive from Caffyn), three fours (two drives and a cut), four threes, 
three twos, &c. Stephenson made 16 in his usual upright and command- 
ing style, consisting of four twos and singles. Bell was put on for achange, 
at Atkinson’s end, and got Brampton’s, the seventh wicket, which fell for 
148 ; the eighth, Tinley’s, fell for 152, and the ninth, Clarke’s, had to re- 
turn in consequence of a fearful shooter. Jackson drove a ball from Caffyn 
to the pavilion for four, and at five minutes to five o’clock the innings 
was concluded for 165. Betting 6 to4on All England. The United sent 
in Hearne and C ter to the bowling of Jackson and Willsher. The 
two bats exhibited a masterly defence ; so much so, that at seven o'clock, 
when the stumps were drawn, they had caused 80 to be scored, and still 
claimed their positions at the wicket. The betting was thus quickly alter- 
ed ; 6 to 4 was now wanted by thé backers of the All England Eleven, which 
appeared to be very freely given. 

Tuxspay.—The weather was again lovely, and there was equally as large 
an attendance. The two bats resumed their places, and again made a 
stand, running up the score to 149! when the slows of Parr got Hearne 
stumped. These runs were made in three hqurs and a half, which alone 
will show the effective style of hitting. His figures were three fours (drives), 
four threes, five twos, &. Wisden, the next, went for 0, being bowled 
by one of Willsher’s best; two for 152 runs. Mortlock then joined 
Carpenter, and ere they could be parted the total reached 194, when H. 
Stephenson gave Carpenter a ‘‘ripper,’’ failing by 3 to get his 100. He 
was let off when he had scored 20 ; in fact, the fielding was anything but 
good. Carpenter was called to the pavillion, and was,by Mr. J. H. Dark, 
panes with a bat for exhibiting such a masterly display of cricket ; 

is figures were composed of eight fours (principally drives), four threes, 
eight twos, &c. Mortlock, who went next, played, as he usually does, a 
very excellent innings of 25, made by two fours, a three, four twos, &c., 
and was caught in the slip. Caffyn made a leg hit, and a drive from Jack- 
son for fours, and was again bowled by him. John Lillywhite played a 
very ‘“‘not out’ innings of 12, while Griffith quickly put together 16, by 
two fours, (drive and a cut from Willsher and Jackson).

The fourth wicket 
fell, Mortlock’s, for 205; the fifth, Caffyn’s, for 211, as did also the sixth, 
Grundy’s; the seventh, Lockyer’s, fell for 225; the eighth, Griffith's, 
247 ; and the ninth, Beli’s, for 254. All England sent Jackson and Willsher 
to the bowling of Caffynand Atkinson. They commenced batting steadily 
and well, while the bowling was perfection, especially that of Caffyn, who, 
this innings, was quite up to the mark. The first wicket, Willsher’s, fell 
for 13 ; the second, Hayward’s, for 18; the third, Jackson’s, for 24; as did 
also the fourth, H. H. Stephenson's; the fifth went for 29. Betting, 5 
to lon the United! The sixth and seventh wickets, Cesar’s and Parr’s, 
fell for 49! The eighth, E. Stephenson's, with Alf. Clarke, caused a total 
of 72, when Bell went on at Atkinson’s end. Tinley and Clarke saved the 
one innings, which, at one time, looked next to an impossibility to do. 
‘The play was continued until half-past seven, but still Tinley and Clarke 
held their positions, the latter playing admirably, while the former made 
some brilliant hits. They were now 26 on, and two wickets to go down. 
Parr appeared stuck up by Caffyn every over he bowled ; they were really 
splendid balls, and eventually one got by. 

Wepyespar.—Adding only 7 to the innings this morning, they left 34 to 
get to win. Clarke played a very fine innings, and received many presents 
from the good judges that were on the ground; his figures were a five 
(splendid cut from Grundy), four fours (cut and drives), two threes, a two, 
and singles. The United sent Hearne and John Lillywhite, who made 
up a total of 20, when H. Stephenson scattered Lilly’s stumps, and Mort- 
lock (see ‘‘byes’’ for his long-stopping), with the addition of three threes 
to Hearne’s 17, proclaimed the United Eleven winners by nine wickets, 
thus making them even— three matches each. How further matches will 
now be arranged it is difficult to say, but we trust that so interesting an 
event will not be discontinued, and that each committee will pick up all

| The portals of ancient Curraghmore are, for another generation at least, closed 
| to the sportsman ; the last scene in the sad drama which deprived Ireland of its 
chief and most popular resident nobleman has been played out; and now scat- 
tered far and wide is that princely establishment, the formation of which gave 
the late Mar« of Watertord sucl t pride; and silent are the spac is hal 
within v for past eighteen year lispensed a wid ind splendid hos 
tality. phe stud, selected re: lless of expense and with such excellent 
judgment x 33 brood ma fourteen with foals at foot—three stal- 
lions, 14 horses in training, 18 two year olds, 23 yearlings, five carriage horses, 
and 33 hunters—in all 129 lots and 144 animals—was brought to sale on Friday 
| and Saturday week, Mr. J. Turner, of Newtown Villa, Kilcullen, officiating as 
auctioneer, and who, on many previous occasions, acted in a similar capacity for 
the noble deceased. The announcement of such an extensive sale, the largest 


that has ever taken place in Ireland, attracted from all parts of the United King- 
dom an immense attendance, “the turf, the field, and the road” being fully re- 
presented in the persons of many of the noblemen and gentlemen present, seve- 
ral of whom had to ‘‘rough it’’ pretty considerably, the hotels at Waterford and 
Carrick-on-Suir being unable to accommodate a third of those that sought ad- 
mission. The tariffs were consequently raised to ‘‘war prices,” and the ‘‘jar- 
veys,”’ particularly those belonging to Carrick-on-Suir, exacted many a fabulous 
fare for the means of transit to Curraghmore, a distance something short of four 
miles, those of Waterford, distant 11 miles, being contented with doubling the 
usual fares and a trifle over. By two o'clock, the time announced for the com- 
mencement of the sale, the noble court-yard, one of the finest in the kingdom, 
was crowded to its full. In the centre of the yard anample space for the ex- 
hibition of the different animals put to anction was roped off; and on one side 
was stationed a break, the box of which was occupied by the Marquis of Water- 
ford, who, much to the surprise of the assembled company, took a very active 

art in the direction of the sale. The sale commenced with the brood mares and 
oals, most of which were in good condition; but the foals, from constant gal- 
loping on the hard ground (that part of the country not being visited with rain 
since the lst of May), appeared to great disadvantage, with puffed joints and 
battered feet. The most admired of the mares was Peri, and the best of the 
foals her filly by Hobbie Noble, both of which showed ina marked degree all 
the “quality” that might be expected in animals descended from the now almost 
extinct blood of Gohanna. The Deformed, with her baudy legs now so strength- 
ened as to be scarcely noticeable, was the next most fancied; and after her the 
fine-sized Juanita Ferez came in for most admiration. 

The total sum realized for the thirty-three mares and fourteen foals was £2,982 
being an average of £90 7s. 

The appearance of Gemma di Vergy in the arena caused a buzz of general ad- 
miration, not to be wondered at, recalling as it did the recollection of his sire 
Sir Hercules, to whom he bears a very striking resemblence. Many more pow- 
erful animals have we seen but few indeed with such muscular power and sym- 
metry combined. The biddings for him was “short, gi and decisive.” From 
£800, at which he was put up, he quickly ran to £900, bid by Richard Langan, 
Esq., of Waltertown, County Meath, and then to £1,050, at which he was 
“knocked down” to William Hamilton, Esq.. of Roundwood, in the Queen’s 
County, who, at the sale, it will be seen, made purchases to the amount of £2,815. 

of the other stallions The Marquis (though 1,000 guineas were given for him to 
the late George Watts, Esq.,) only realized £210, at which price he became the 

roperty of Mr. Langan; and Lord George was bought in for £500, to be kept 
or the use of the Waterford tenantry. 

Immediately after the disposal of the horses in training, luncheon was an- 
nounced for the ‘‘buyers and gentlemen,”’ an invitation ar ty & accepted by 
many more than the invited, a general rush being made for the dairy, in whic 
it was laid out, certainly an elegantly fitted up and spacious apartment, but not 
capable of accommodating a tithe of those who sought admission. A scene of 
great crushing and confusion ensued, in which plebeian shouldered patrician with 
the coolest nonchalance, but having little desire to leave the skirts of our last 
new frock tacked to a ‘‘ Waterford frieze,’’ we, under the circumstances, declined 
the entre, and sought in the snng parlor of Mrs. Weatherell, wife of the respected 
trainer, the refreshment for the inward man so needed after the toils of the day, 
and which she dispensed with a hospitality equal to any daughter of the soil. 
Business commenced with the sale of the two year olds, of which there were 
eighteen to be disposed of, eleven Barbarians, five Marquises, one Mountain 
Deer, and one Teddington, a lot taken as a whole of very moderate pretensions. 
The appearance of all denoting that if not ‘‘through the mill,’’ they had at least 
undergone a pretty strong preparation. The Barbarians were not at all fancied, 
being for the most part narrow-kneed and straight shouldered, with very indif- 
ferent legs. The Marquises, on the contray, though rather under sized, were per- 
fect in symmetry and with excellent ‘understandings.’ The biddings at the 
commencement were very tame, the first eight in the list being disposed of at 

rices varying from 15 to 55 sovs. On the appearance of The Duke, a neat, 
engthy, good-sized, though rather lathy colt, by Barbarian, out of Duchesse de 
Guiche, matters took an upward turn, the hammer falling to the bid of R. H. 
Copperthwaite, Esq., at £170, and the same gentleman secured the next lot, the 
colt by The Marquis, out of Magnet, (nearly brother in blood to the Early Bird,) 
to whom, in some points, he bears a striking resemblance, though promis- 
ing to make a horse of amuch largerframe. Valentine, purchased by E. J. 
Irwin, Esq., for £165, was, to our notion, the pick of the lot. Got by The Mar- 
quis, out of Red Rose, ke has all the best points of his sire, conbined with the 
fine substance of his dam. The Teddington colt, out of The Deformed, however, 
went to the highest figure, it being whispered that in a rough spin he had shown 
some rare racing ability. He is a rich bay, paiticularly neat, lengthy, and 
strong, with an excellent set of black legs, but faulty in his feet, which are par- 
ticulary small. He was purchased by a Mr. O’Donnell, for £275, it was said, for 
some partyin the North of England. The total sumrealized by the two year 
olds was £1,553, being an average of £86 each. The second day’sproce2din 
were partially interrupted by an almost continuous fall of heavy rain, which, 
however beneficial to the country, was the reverse of pleasant to those who 
turned out in summer garb, in expectation of its being equally fine as the day pre- 
ceding. To the yearlings, which were the first put to sale, the observations 
made respecting the two year olds will, in some measure, apply, but, taken alto- 
gether, they were much superior, exhibiting rare symmetry combined with sub- 
stance, though perhaps a little wanting in size. Decidedly the finest was the 
colt by Barbarian, out of The Deformed, which, after a sharp ‘‘set-to’’ between 
R. H. a eae am Esq., and Johu Courtenay, Esq., fell to the bid of the latter 
for £200, the colt by Little Harry, out of Drogheda’s dam, going also to the same 
gentleman for £110. The others, it will be seeu, went at very moderate prices, 
the 23 lots bringing only £1,375, an average of not quite £60 each. Respecting 
the hunters, we have little to remark. Fine weight-carrying animals most of 
them were, but several had evidently seen no little service, and with few ex- 
ceptions all fetched prices quite equal to their value. The Rock, by Sunset, a 
beautiful dappled grey of immense substance and power, with the spriugy action 
of a pony, brought the highest figure—£300—and was to our mind the cheapest 
of the lot. Mr. Brown, of Oxford-street, London, secured him, as he did also 
Johnny for £180—another very neat and powerful animal. The Marquis of 
Drogheda purchased two very clever horses—The Captain and the thoroughbred 
Oberon, giving for the pair £450. The others went at prices ranging from £45 
to £150, and the whole netted £3,358—an average of nearly £116 each. Twenty 
more couple of draft hounds and a few choice pointers were afterwards sold for 
fair prices, and the whole sale realized £13,328. Subjoined is a list of the prices.

PIGEON SHOOTING. 
Great Match between England and the United States. 

It wil) be remembered that we published some time since, a challenge 
from Mr. Wm. Kine, of Fort Wayne, Indiana, offering to shoot pigeons 
with any man in England, for £150 aside. The acceptance of the chal- 
lenge was published in our paper of the 16th July, and on Monday last, 
we received a draft for a deposit with the proprietors of ‘‘Bell’s Life in 
London,’’ which was forwarded by the steamer of Wednesday last The 
following is a copy of the challenge and acceptance : 


To ‘Bell's Life in London.’’—In the midst of champion challenges of the 
P.R., &c., with Eozgland and America, will you allow (if you have a Cham- 
pion Sbot) myself to offer competition for a friendly, good old English 
pigeon shoot. The following are my propositions : 

I will shoot a match at pigeons, 21 yards rise, 100 yards boundary, (or 
the field the bounds if so arranged), at 50 double and 60 single birds, H 
and T traps, two birds placed in each trap for the doubie shooting, each 
party to pull his own trap, or otherwise ; if otherwise, the gun to be held 
in a fair, sportsman-like manner, the butt fairly under the arm, sufii- 
ciently to satisfy the Judges or Umpire. If the match b3 shot in Ame- 
rica, at Louisville, Kentucky, I will allow $150; if shot in Eagland, to 
be near London, and myself allowed £30. The match to be for the 
ohampionebip, and for either £200 or £300, i. e., either 100 sovereigns, or 
160 sovereigns a side, but not less than 100 sovereigns. It can be made 
for £100, and left open for £150, or closed for either, just as you please 
on your side ; if accepted, and shot in England, £50 forfeit, and the £30 
(80 sovs. together) to be put up in your hands, and as soon a3 known on 
this side, the amouit shall be forwarded to you-by draft ; but, if shot on 
this side, as s300n as aceepted aud known in America, the like amount 
shall be put in the hands of the stakeholder ia New York, viz: the $150 
allowed, and $250 forfeit. ‘The match, if on this side, to be for not less 
than $500 a side. 

I shall be ready to shoot the match here at any time; or, if shot in 
England, I will leave America within a couple of weeks after knowiag the 


same. Please reply through ‘‘Beli’s Life.’’ Yours respectfully, 
Fort Wayne, Indiana, U. S., June 1, 1859.

‘‘Bell’s Life’’ of the 26th June, contained the followinz, in reply to 
Mr. Wm. King :— 


“*We have received a communication from a gentleman who is known 
to us, in which he says :-—‘I will back an Englishman to shoot with the 
American from Indiava, on the terms proposed by him in your paper of 
last week, for £150 aside. The match to come off at Newmarket, on the 
18th October; and you may consider that you hold £80 of mine, being 
the deposit he names. As to the championship, you can tell bim we 
have no champion, but the person who shoots with him will shoot with 
apy one for from £500 to £1000 a side.’ ’’

Chess tn New York. 
But little matter of interest has of late transpired in our own chess circles. A 
slight relaxation after the late furore consequent upon the achievements abroad 
and the reception at home of Paul Morphy—the World’s acknowledged Chess 
Champion—being observable here as well as in others of Caissa’s strongholds. 
Among the few circumstances which would appear in this connection to require 
special notice on our part, may be classed a series of encounters, which have 
during the last few days taken place, between Mr. Paul Morphy and Mr. Theo- 
dore Lichtenhein, of the N. Y. b. Club. Of the number of games respectively 
won and lost by either party, we are not just now in a position to speak posi- 
tively ; as on the one hand we are informed that ten games have been played in 
all, of which six were scored by Mr. M., and three by Mr. L., the remaining game 
being drawn. Per contra—having heard “alteram partem”—we are given to 
understaud that the six games stated to have resulted in Mr. M.’s favor were not 
bona fide trials of skill, but simply experimental analyes of the Evans Gambit in 
its various phases. The following lively specimen of the Giuoco-piano opening 
between these gentlemen will be found well worthy the attention of chess play- 
ers of all grades.

Kt to K 4, and subsequently Kt to K Kt 5, having, we 
should 4 ney a dead won game. Now, however, a draw appears to be a pretty 
sure thing.
